_ Gentlemen, 


PON an occaſion like the preſent; it is the privilege (and 
perhaps the duty). of every individual, not only to aft ac- 
.cording to the dictates of his on conſcience, but to exprels, 
openly and candidly, the motives of his condutt. We are called 
upon to elett a repreſentative of our city, in the room of an 
honourable baronet, who has vacated his ſeat; and in ſo doing, 
our choice is confined to one of two gentlemen, whoare cand:- 
dates for our favour. | 
The city of Durham has been for ſome years repreſented in 
parliament by members of the reſpettive families of Lambton 
and Tempeſt. Their {tability in the repreſentation has been 
great; for in very ſevere conteſts, their intereſt has ever been 
revalent. On the death of the late Mr. Tempeſt without iſſue, 
2 name and property (under ſtrict limitation) deſcended to 
Sir Henry Vane; and that gentleman was unanimouſly elected 
(in his abſence) as the ſaceelfor to his {eat in parhament, which, 
as it were, went hand in hand with the name and eſtate. Shortly 


afterwards happened the premature death of the late Mr Lamb. 


ton; and his brother, the preſent member, Mr R. ]. Lamb- 
ton, {l:d unoppoſed into the vacant repreſentation: Sir Henry 
Vane now leaves us, and he calls upon us to transfer our conft- 
dence to his brother-in-law, Mr Michael Angelo Taylor. 

In conſidering whether that call ought to be obeyed, we are 
firſt to examine whether Sir Henry has a right to make it: ſecond- 
ly, whether his transfer of his place among us be judiciouſly 
made to the party propoſed by him: and thirdly, whether a more 
eligible alternative be offered to us, in the event of our declining 
to be repreſented by Mr _—_ 42s 4 | 
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The confidence of this city was well placed in the families of 
Lambton and "Tempeſt: "Thoſe families role from ſtations of me- 


diocrity to great opulence and ſplendour, by the continued _ 


plication, e md and intellectual vigour of their ſeveral heads; 
and the buſineſs and intereſts of Durham were as carefully at- 
tended to in thoſe times, as the individual buſinefs and intexeſts 
of thoſe families re{pettively : The cauſe them of our entruſting 
the repreſentation to Lambton and Tempeſt continuing, it's effcts 
alſo continued; and I think we ſhould have been guilty of groſs 


ingratitude had we ſought out for any other protectors, while the 


ability and good-will of our old members remained. There is 
indeed a ſort of veneration attached to long connection; and 
even had we felt any little relaxation of attention on the part of 
a Lambton or a Tempeſt, the ſtrong meaſure of quarrelling with 
ſuch old friends ſhould not have been adopted without very ſeri- 
ous reflection. But I do not fee that this tie is to be continued 
from allinity to affinity, through every link and modification of 
alliance; it is not to extend through all the ſemale intermarriages, 
nor can we conſider ourſelves as lo bound by former good offi- 
ces on the part of either of theſe families, as to think our franchi- 
ſes part of their perſonal property, and bequeathable by will, like 
the pictures of their anceſtors. Ihe name and family of Lamb- 


ton {till exiſts; the member of that family now enjoying our con- 


tidence, reſts on the merits of his forefathers: He is not actively 
bad, though he cannot be thought an actively good member of 
parliament. He profeſſes to keep the ſeat warm till the eldeſt ſon 
of his late cloquent brother ſhall be legally able to fill it. In the 
interim, our weight and conſequence, as far as it is grounded on 
the vigilence of a Lambton repreſentative, is in abeyance« We 
ſubmit to the ſupineneſs of Mr R. Lambton, CEE he is alme- 
al deſcendent of thoſe whom we reſpetted, and becauſe from the 
continuance of the family we look for a regeneration of it's atten« 
tion to this city. But the caſe is otherwiſe with Sir Henry Vane; 
loved and honoured as his uncle was, an immediate ſcrutiny into 
his individual merits would not perhaps have become us on that 
gentleman's deceaſe; and our ſanguine reception of him, at that 
time, I am affraid blackens the conduct by which it has bean his 
pleaſure to return it. A ſeries of perſonal incivility and public 
„ marked Sir Henry Vane's intercourſe with Durham; 

the ungrateful indifference with which he has played at bo- 
peep with the name he ſhould have adored, (bandying it from one

end of his ſignature to the other with leſs reſpeRt than he would

thew in moving a gelding from the wheel to the lead, and from 
the lead back again to the wheel, as might {uit his convenience): 
Such an utter + 1 Sr of all dependence on Mr 'Tempeſt's 
weight and popular character, makes it unneceſſary tor me to 
ſhew, that every bond between this city and the Tempeſt family 
was diſſolved by the death of Sir Henry's uncle. We elected 
under the twilight of it's influence; and a cold 
night of indifference, apathy, and mutual contempt, followed 
ſpedily after that election was concluded. It ſuch then was our 
connection with Sir Henry Vane before his reſignation, with 


what claim can he now call upon us to ſanct ion his making over 


to another perſon the ſeat, for which he was indebted to our 


hope, and not our trial, of his good qualities ? When he became 


our repreſentative, he became our truſtee; and the truſt was to be 
executed by ſedulouſly promoting our local good, and ſtrictly 
diſcharging his parliamentary duties. Need I obſerve, that Sir 
Henry — been attentive to no one /thing belonging to us but our 
cockpit? And that his face is ſcartely known by the door-keep- 
ers of the Houſe of Commons? 

Admitting, however, for a moment, that the ſpirit of a Tem- 
peſt intereſt yet ſurvived, and that this man had a right 
to expect our compliance with his nomination, let us in the ſe- 
cond place examine whether or not Mr Michael Angelo Taylor 
be a proper perſon on whom to delegate the charge * our repre- 
ſentation. If the duties of a repreſentative be as I have above 
obſerved, of a double nature, if they relate to attention to local 
as well as to public concerns, I am afraid Mr Taylor is not en- 
titled to our confidence in either reſpect: He has no connex- 
10n with Durham ; he has no property, no place of reſidence, no 
intimacy, no acquaintance in the county. I cannot ſuppoſe he 
will ground his pretentions on his marriage with the daughter of 
a late prebendary ; if ſo, Mrs Taylor is to be our repreſentative, 


and it is under her auſpicious vigilance that our conſequence is 


to increaſe, our commerce to flouriſh, and our conveniences to 
be foſtered. Mr Taylor is to be the puppit whom we muſt chair, 
but his wife is to be the object of our choice. This is a plea too 
ridiculous to be urged; nor is the pompous promiſe of this can- 
didate, that he will reſide among us during every receſs, to be 
more relied on. Is it cuſtomary to lend money when the bor- 


rower promiſes to give * the loan is effected? Or, 
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to go further, are the qualities of ' Mr Taylor of a nature fo tran- 
icendent, that we are to prefer the expectancy of an honour from 
his reſidence in Durham, to the certainty of an intercourſe with 


{ome old acquaintance. 


How then ſtands Mr Faylor's claim on the baſis 0 his public 
condutt? There are probably among the freemen to whom L 
addreis myſelf, gentlemen whole ſentiments ineline towards mi- 
niſtry; gentlemen alſo who think with oppoſition. Now the 
firſt deſcription of freemen need not be told, that Mr M. A. 
Taylor has been, fince the commencement of the preſent war, a 
ficady and a teazing oppoſer of every meaſure which his Majel- 
ty's miniſters have thought expedient for external defence, or in- 
ternal fatety; and has been {o unfortunate in his choice of friends, 
as to appear in a court of juſtice to give evidence of the conſti- 
tutional {entiments of a perſon who has ſince avowed himſelt a 
traitor, In fhort, nothing has prevented Mr Taylor's being an 
actual impediment tothe proceedings of adminiſtration, butthein- 
adequacy of his talents. If on this account Mr Taylor is obnox- 
1118 to the friends of adminiſtration, unluckihy for him, it can 


give no founded confidence in him to thoſe who, like him, favour 


oppoſition ; for what reliance can be placed on one who chan- 
ges his political principles from private ſplcen, and hugs to his 
heart thoſe whom, to the utmolt of his poor power, he had re- 
probated, to indulge the little workings of diſappointed vanity ? 


The early part of Mr Tavlor's political career was under the aul 


pices of Mr Pitt; and had his abilities been ſuch as would have 
warranted that miniſter in diſtinguiſhing him, he never would 
have had recourſe to thole benches, where the thinneis of the 
ranks makes every inſignificant individual a con{picuous figure. 

Such is the perſon who is held out to you as the fit ſucceſſor 
of Sir Henry Vane; fit, indeed, to {ucceed Sir Henry Vane, it 
any one. But you are not, gentlemen, reduced to the accep- 
tance of ſuch a repreſentative ; a member is offered to you, who 
unites in himſelt all the qualities by winch the families of Lamb- 
ton and Tempeſt were introduced into the repreſentation of this 
city, and by which they ſo long maintained a well-founded influ- 
ence among us :— Major Rulilell is bound to us by an union of 
intereſts; for I will, for the fake of argument, ſuppole, that his 
Helination would not, without {ſome other ne impel him 
to attend to the concerns of Durham. The perſonal as well as 
tlie rcal pr operty of Major Ruſſell, and of his father, is fo Sw; 

ted,

ted, chat in it's welfare, or it's depreciation, this city muſt parti- 
cipate; and I will add, that it is ot a magnitude which will add 
greatly to the weight reſulting from his excellent character, and 


enable him, both in this county and throughout England, to at- 
tend to our individual as well as our general advantage. Inured 


from infancy to buſineſs, the complicated intereſts of our corpo- 


ration, of our coal- trade, and of our manufattures, will be rapid 

diſpatched by him, and acquire a degree of perſpicuity from his 
unembarrafied arrangement: And what to the mere man of plea- 
{ure would preſs like inſupportable toil, will not be felt as an in- 
convenience by one whoſe youth has been paſled in activity and 
buſineſs. Gentlemen, Major Ruſſell now ſtands before you in the 
ſame ſituation preciſely, whichattratted your firſt regards to Lamb- 
ton and Tempeſt; his-opulence puts him beyond aqueſlion of bias 
or dependence; his character, public and private; is marked with 
the reſpett of the public, and the eſteem of thoſe who perſonally 
know him; His knowledge of buſineſs, as it were, hereditary ; 
his attachment to the government of this country, and it's deareſt 
intereſts, proved and maniteſt, from his ſeven years labours as a 
military officer. He is your neighbour, he is your friend; put
